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MOSCOW AND TOKYO 


NTERNATIONAL POLITICS OF FAR- 
reaching significance share the world’s 
headlines today with news of fresh and im- 
posing victories from the various war fronts. 
First came the announcement from Tokyo 
that Premier Koiso had tendered the collec 
tive resignation of his cabinet to Emperor 
Hirohito—“because of the gravity of the sit- 
uation.” Almost immediately the Moscow 
radio threw a brilliant light on the develop- 
ments in the Japanese capital. It proclaimed 
the Soviet government's denunciation of the 
Russo-Japanese nonaggression pact. of 1941 
—only & few days beforé fts fourth birth- 
day, One does not require much imagina- 
tion to understand the rejationship between 
the two events. What their significance 
portends must remain in the realm of con 
jecture for the moment. 

The brilliant military successes of the 
Allies. in the Pacific in recent months ob- 
viously have had a most depressing effect 
upon the government and people of Japan. 
Not even “Tiger” Koiso has succeeded in 
“explaining” the continuous rain of explo- 
sives on Nipponese cities and industrial es 
tablishments; and the “son of heaven” has 


seen for himself how the “effete” democra-*! 


eies: have: squared the -account opened at 
Pearl Harbor. Nothing has been disclosed 
to the peoples of the United Nations in the 
intertm, however, as to what hopes Tokyo 
had_of preserving the “marriage con 
venience” solemnized in Moscow four years 
ago this month. After attaching his signa 
ture to the “certificate” on that memorable 
occasion—when the British Empire stood 
alone against the German and Italian ag 
gressors—Mr. Yosuke Matsuoka returned to 
Japan full of enthusiasm and confidence.
